They have not come
to a definite conclusion as to the pol-
icy that ought to be adopted, but
they have come to the coneclusion
that some policy must be adopted
with reference to the development of
those instrumentalities which nature
has furnished for the {ransportation
of goods and for the controlling of
railroad rates.

““You in your declaration say that
you are in favor of a policv and not
in favor of any partieular projeet. I
think that a wise pla‘form to take;
and yet when il comes to the practi-
cal enforcement and acecomplishment
of someliing, you have got to get in-
to prejects.

PANCAKES WITHOUT EG3S.

Make a batter of a quart of sour
milk into which a teaspoonful of soda
and as much flour as will be required
to make the mixture of medium thiek-
ness. Beat until very light, then add
a tablespoonful each of lard and but-
ter melted, a dessert spoonful of
brown sugar and a little grated nut-
meg if the flavor is liked. Have the
frying pan or skillet hot, put in it &
teaspoonful of butter, and as soon as
this melts, but before it has time to
discolor, pour in the pancake. When
the under side is brown turn by
means of a cake turner, giving a half
toss tip to the skillet. Put the cake
on a hot platter, butter and spread
with powdered sugar, jelly or jam
and repeat until there are five in pile,
when cut through all at one time ag
for pie.—The Housewife.

SWEET POTATO PANCAXES.

Sweet potato pancakes have a de-
lightful flavorwhen fried a rich brown
in butter. These are too delicate to
be fried in other forms of fat. Mash
three cups of bolled sweet potatoes
until they are smooth. Press them
through a sieve to free from lumps
and add six large tablesnoonfuls of
flour sifted carefully. Then mix
three-quarters of a cupful of sugar
with the yolks of three egzs. When
they are beaten to a smooth paste
stir them into the dry ingredients,
mixing in a little milk also to make &
moderately thin batter. Fold through
{ the whites of the three egzs beaten -
into a very stiff froth. The whites .
should thin the batter enough for
pancakes, but if more moisture is
needed add a little milk. TlLe pan
should be hot, a broad rancale turn-
er usged, and the cakes fried with
care.—New York Tribuns,
